State Ferries Break 
1947 Strait Record ~-. 


The Michigan State Ferries rec- 
ord of 501;109° vehicles carried 
across the Straits of Mackinac in 
the year 1947, was broken Novem- 
ber 14, during the annual deer 
hunter rush, Highway Commis- 
sioner Charles M. Ziegler, reports. 
Traffic during the year 1948 has 
been running about 10 per cent 
above 1947, indicating the total of 
vehicles carried this year will 
approximate 550,000, with total 
passengers close to the 1,500,000 
mark. pe 
The’ State Ferries . transported 
18,849 vehicles across the Straits 
during the six days preceding the 
opening of deer hunting season, 
an increase of 769 above the 1947 
mark. It is estimated some 41,000 
deer hunters crossed the Straits 
this- year, or about 2,000 more 
than last year.
